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SOCIAL SECURITY ADVANCES 

THE AMENDMENTS to the Social Security Law 
passed this week in the Senate and approved earlier in the 
House were enacted oyer the opposition of President Eis- 
enhower. They represent a further advance of the legisla- 
tion first passed during the high point of the Roosevelt 
New Deal era. Two important new principles are brought 
into the law: the idea that women should have a right to 
retire at an earlier age than men; the right of disabled per- 
sons to retire before they reach 65. 

True, the new provisions are not all that the advo- 
cates of the proposals, especially the labor movement, had 
hoped for. A woman choosing to retire at 62 would be en- 
titled to benefits equal to only 80 percent of what she 
would receive at 65, Disabled persons, who would be able 
to retire at any age above 50 would similarly be penalized 
because their benefits would be calculated on their Jength 
of service. 

But the basic principles haye made a‘ break-through, 
and it will be possible to build upon them with further im- 
provements, 

The changes are a victory for labor. The trade unions 
brought into action the most vigorous pressure. Things did 
not look too good for the measure until quite late in this 
session of Congress. The Democrats weren't too vigorous 
for it, either. It was the labor mo\ement's refusal to tail the 
Democ ‘atic Party bosses, and its strong insistence on the 
bill, that put more vigor into the Democratic Jegislators 
and, thereby, put many Republicans, too, “on the spot” 
in this election year, Its a lesson that ought to be remem- 
bered. 

Meanwhile, men and women who have pioneered for 
jobless and old age insurance, including Louis Weinstock 
who headed the AFI. Rank and File Committee for Un- 
employment and Social Insurance in the great depression 
days, are still languishing in prisons under Smith Act sen- 
tences.

Tallahassee City Attorney James Messer and Police 
Chief Frank Stoutamire thus offer to the city’s Negroes 
the alternatives of either surrendering their rights as hu- 
man beings and Americans or go to jail. And it is a credit 
to the nation and the Negro people that the Negro Inter- 
Civic Council which helped organize volunteer drivers 
for giving protesters rides has announced its intention of 
standing firm in the face of illegal police intimidation. 

In this the Tallahassee Negroes have tollowed the ex- 
ample of their Montgomery, Ala., brothers and sisters who 
maintained 100 percent unity behind their bus protest de- | 
spite the arrest of more than 90 of their leaders. The Talla- 
hassee racists seem not to have studied the Montgomery 
story or they would realize that the movement to end the 
entire system of jimcrow cannot be stopped by jails and 
threats. 

This nation and the world rallied to the support of 
the Montgomery Negroes. Tallahassee has not yet become 
a place-name seared into the nation’s conscience; but the 
Negroes of the North Florida city have taken their place 
beside those in Montgomery who have fought so heroically 
for realizing the American way of life for themselves. They 
deserve the support as well as the applause of the nation.

“A Hammer Blow for Decency .. .”’ 

ON WISCONSIN! That's telling them! The Badgers really 
made the Big Ten the BIG Ten yesterday. 

When the “unhappy " ‘Gov. Earl Long signed the infamous law 
to bar democratic sports it Louisiana, there was a fine immediate 
reaction by colleges which had games scheduled with Léuisiana 
State and Tulane. (Though you'd be hard put to find this fascinating 
news with a microscope in most of the other papers). The Service 
Academies, Notre Dame, lowa, Cincinnati, Harvard, American U. 
all made it clear that they would not accommodate themselves to 
this un-American edict by leaving home any Negro players if they 
had any. ) 

This was fine, but something more was needed. For after all, 
this was a battle which had already been won. Very few if any 
colleges with Negro athletes would agree in 1956 to schedule a 
game in which they were expected not to bring their Negro 
players. The affirmation of this principle as a quick answer to the 
Louisiana monstrosity was all to the good. But to leave it at this, 
with the implication that it there didn't happen to be a Negro on 
the team it was all right to go to Louisiana to play, and that it 
was OK for a Louisiana team to come play ‘them up north, was 
to allow the Louisiana racists to put the whole fight tor equality 
back where it was years ago. : 

More was needed. How was a Negro athlete to feel about en- 
tering a school which was willing to go play where he was not 
wanted the year before he made the team, and perhaps the year 
after he left? And how feel about inviting people to your house 
who would not invite all of you to their house? 

Sooner or later it comes to this. If you really feel that what 
Louisiana did is an outrage to American democracy and sports- 
manship and a direct Ku Klux insult to every American with dark 
skin, you just can’t have ANY truck with Louisiana teams which 
operate under this law. 

This is what Wisconsin has come to sooner than anyone else, 
and they deserve credit. The world of college athletic policy 
makers, directors, asisstants, coaches et al, tends to be polite, 
diplomatic, interwoven. Evervbody knows every body, they are 
all good fellows interested in sport.. There are unwritten fraternity 
rules about not knocking each other down. Ilarvard’s Tom Bolles, 
in affirming that IF a Negro made the Harvard team they would 
play either with him or not at all, tell considerably short of the 
direct plea made to him by the eloquent Boston sports columnist 
Dave Egan. (“I ask and expect Harvard to take the lead in this 
matter. ... This is a shining opportunity tor Tom Bolles, the athletic 
director at that university, to strike a hammer blow for decency, 
and he will find to his satisfaction that the huge majority of colleges 
stand with him.”) 

Wisconsin pays its due to the unhappy position of the athletic 
heads at Louisiana State by noting that they recently went on 
record for no bias in sports scheduling. But then Wisconsin went 
on to Say what had to be said. 

“We would be unable to play L.S.U. either here or there.” 

Bravo, bravo and bravo! Wisconsin has taken the lead and 
has struck the hammer blow for decegey, and will find to its satis-
